On  June  13,  1963,  at  10:00  A.M.,  a  meeting  of  the  Marion  Coun- 
ty Council  and  the  Common  Council  was  held  in  order  to  con- 
duct-a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  Thoroughfare  Plan 265 
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History  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 


Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  selected  this 
location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this  year  the  town  was  incor- 
porated and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis 
was  re-incorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  first  town  council 
composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  common  council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the 
affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city  under  various  so-called 
charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of  government  was  estab- 
lished. While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over 
the  city's  affairs,  various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were 
provided,  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Pub- 
lic Health,  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These  boards 
were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's  business 
previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject, 
however,  in  some  cases  to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of 
expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  divided 
into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward  councilmen.  Their  term  of  office 
was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time 
there  was  also  a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the 
council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  Aldermen, 
representing  five  Aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each 
district. 

Under  the  1891  act  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and 
a  common  council  of  21  members  was  established.     Fifteen  members 
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were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to 
represent  the  citv  at  larere. 


represent  the  city  at  large. 


This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the 
general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of  1905,  while  often 
referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment 
of  the  1891  Indianapolis  charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis 
system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The  1905  law 
increased  the  term  of  Mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  pro- 
hibited re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed 
by  the  legislature.  This  law  limits  the  number  of  councilmen  to  nine. 
The  law  provides  for  the  nomination  by  each  party  of  six  candidates, 
one  from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the 
voters  of  the  city  may  vote  for  any  nine  candidates  and  the  nine 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  are  elected.  This  law  insures  a 
minority  representation  in  the  Council  of  at  least  three  members.  In 
1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit  councilmen  to 
succeed  themselves.

salaries  of  such  elected  officers  as  provided  for  in  said  Act,  which 
salaries  shall  not  be  changed  during  their  respective  terms  of  office, 
and 
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WHEREAS,  said  Saction  6  of  Chapter  107  of  the  Acts  of  1959  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  further  provides 
that  such  ordinance  must  be  twice  published  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation,  the  first  of  which  publications  must  not  be 
less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  final  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  now  time  to  comply  with  said  Statute. 


NOW,  THEREFORE,   BE   IT   ORDAINED   BY  THE   COMMON 
COUNCIL   OF   THE   CITY   OF   INDIANAPOLIS,   INDIANA: 


Section  1.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  107  of  the  Acts 
of  1959  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  fol- 
lowing annual  salaries,  payable  from  the  General  Fund,  are  hereby 
fixed  for  the  following  elective  officers  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  effective  for  the  term  commencing  January  1,  1964,  and 
continuing  during  their  elective  term  of  office: 

Mayor    $19,000.00 

City    Clerk    $6,000.00 

9  Members  of  the  Common  Council   (each)    __  $2,400.00 


Section  2.  The  Clerk  is  ordered  and  directed  to  publish  this  ordi- 
nance twice  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  English 
language,  in  this  city,  the  first  of  which  publications  shall  be  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 


Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  publication,  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
salaries  named  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
January  1,  1964.

Dear  Mrs.  Laffey: 

In  reference  to  proposed  action  before  the  Common  Council  tonight 
to  repeal  the  existing  "No  Parking  Anytime"  Ordinance  on  East  46th 
Street,  we  request  that  this  letter  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Council  meeting. 

Th  existing  Ordinance  for  No  Parking  Anytime  was  passed  April 
20,  1961,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  "build-in" 
the  parking  restrictions  on  this  official  thoroughfare. 

Most  of  the  businessmen  in  this  area  had  been  advised  that  the 
Works  Board  was  requesting  this  Ordinance  and  were  given  the  op- 
portunity of  opposing  the  Ordinance  before  the  project  was  under- 
taken. The  record  will  show  that  only  one  property  owner  appeared 
at  the  Council  meeting  to  protest  this   Ordinance. 

With  approval  of  this  Ordinance,  the  design  of  East  46th  Street  was 
change  with  the  width  increased  from  40  feet  to  44  feet  to  provide  four 
11-foot  lanes  for  thorough  traffic.  State  Highway  specifications  were 
approved  to  build  a  street  which  would  withstand  heavy  loads  and 
increased  traffic. 

The  Board  of  Works  is  unanimous  in  its  opinion  that  Thoroughfares 
are  too  expensive  to  widen  to  create  parking  places  for  automobiles. 

The  Barton  report  of  1957,  which  the  Board  has  followed  carefully 
in  developing  a  Thoroughfare  Program,  emphasizes  the  necessity  of 
eliminating  curb  parking  as  follows:  "As  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
continues  to  expand,  use  of  all  available  pavement  along  the  major 
street  systems  by  moving  traffic  becomes  more  and  more  essential. 
The  present  zoning  ordinance  of  the  city  requires  that  offstreet  park- 
ing be  created  for  nearly  all  classes  of  land  use.  These  provisions 
should  be  strengthened  and  enforced;  ultimately  there  should  be  no 
parking  permitted  at  anytime  along  the  major  Thoroughfare  Sys- 
tem." 
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Similar  No  Parking  restrictions  have  been  built  into  other  streets 
widened  by  the  Works  Board  and  the  unrestricted  flow  of  traffic 
has  soared  on  these  Thoroughfares.  Consideration  of  the  repeal  of 
this  Ordinance  on  46th  Street  comes  at  a  time  when  we  feel  the  trend 
should  be  the  other  way,  to  get  more  parking  off  of  our  thoroughfares. 

If  this  ordinance  is  repealed  by  the  Council,  46th  Street,  built  at 
a  cost  of  $268,089.69,  will  become  the  most  expensive  parking  lot  con- 
structed by  the  City. 

Furthermore,  we  are  faced  with  a  great  dilemma  in  the  construction 
of  future  thoroughfares.  The  Board  is  reluctant  to  proceed  with  the 
widening  of  thoroughfares  when  there  can  be  no  assurance  that  the 
facility  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  designed. 

Before  passage  of  this  Ordinance  in  1961,  it  was  approved  by  the 
Mayor's  Traffic  Improvement  Committee.  This  same  Committee, 
representing  all  the  people  of  Indianapolis,  reaffirmed  its  stand 
January  25,  urging  No  Parking  Anytime  on  all  Thoroughfares  widened 
by  the  City. 

Repeal  of  this  Ordinance,  we  further  feel,  would  be  inconsistent  with 
the  passage  of  the  resolution  by  the  Council  January  21  proposing 
a  time-table  for  removing  parking  on  thoroughfares,  with  merchants 
and  property  owners  receiving  a  year's  notice  to  adjust  to  the  parking 
restrictions.  In  this  case,  the  property  owners  received  a  year  and  a 
half  notice. 

For  the  record,  the  Board  of  Works  protests  repeal  of  this  Ordinance 
and  believes  such  action  would  not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
entire  community.

In  April  of  1961  the  Common  Council  passed  an  Ordinance  prohibit- 
ing parking  at  all  times  on  46th  Street,  from  College  Avenue  to  the 
east  city  limits.  Upon  completion  of  the  widening  of  46th  Street 
in  October  of  1962,  the  proper  signs  were  erected. 

The  Bureau  of  Traffic  Engineering  has  determined  that  approximately 
50 7r  more  traffic  is  using  46th  Street  today  than  prior  to  the  widen- 
ing. It  is  our  opinion,  based  on  extensive  experience  and  knowledge 
of  traffic  operations,  that  these  volumes  will  continue  to  increase, 
and  for  this  reason  the  existing  parking  restrictions  should  not  be 
changed.     No  evidence  to  the  contrary  has  been  presented. 

The  proposed  General  Ordinances  No.  10  and  No.  11,  1963,  were  pre- 
pared and  introduced  without  the  advice  of  the  Bureau  of  Traffic  Engi- 
neering.    We  are  opposed  to  the  passage  of  these  ordinances.

In  reference  to  proposed  action  before  the  Common  Council  tonight 
to  repeal  the  existing  "No  Parking  Anytime"  Ordinance  on  Keystone 
Avenue  from  25th  to  34th  Street,  we  request  that  this  letter  be  en- 
tered in  the  minutes  of  the  Council  meeting. 

Th  existing  Ordinance  for  No  Parking  Anytime  was  passed  Septem- 
ber 17,  1962,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  "build-in" 
the  parking  restrictions  on  this  official  thoroughfare. 

This  street  was  widened  from  a  narrow  four  lanes  to  provide  for  four 
wider  moving  lanes  of  traffic,  including  heavy  truck  traffic.  This 
heavily  traveled  artery  is  on  the  official  truck  route  and  trucks  travel 
at  all  hours,  not  just  rush  hours. 

The  Board  of  Works  is  unanimous  in  its  opinion  that  Thoroughfares 
are  too  expensive  to  widen  to  create  parking  places  for  automobiles. 

The  Barton  report  of  1957,  which  the  Board  has  followed  carefully 
in  developing  a  Thoroughfare  Program,  emphasizes  the  necessity  of 
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eliminating  curb  parking  as  follows:  "As  the  City  of  Indianapolis  con- 
tinues to  expand,  use  of  all  available  pavement  along  the  major 
street  systems  by  moving  traffic  becomes  more  and  more  essential. 
The  present  zoning  ordinance  of  the  City  requires  offstreet  parking 
be  created  for  nearly  all  classes  of  land  use.  These  provisions 
should  be  strengthneed  and  enforced;  ultimately  there  should  be  no 
parking  permitted  at  anytime  along  the  major  Thoroughfare  Sys- 
tem." 

Similar  No  Parking  restrictions  have  been  built  into  other  streets 
widened  by  the  Works  Board  and  the  unrestricted  flow  of  traffic  has 
soared  on  these  Thoroughfares.  Consideration  of  the  repeal  of  this 
Ordinance  on  Keystone  Avenue  comes  at  a  time  when  we  feel  the 
trend  should  be  the  other  way,  to  get  more  parking  off  of  our 
thoroughfares. 

If  this  ordinance  is  repealed  by  the  Council,  Keystone  Avenue,  re- 
constructed at  a  cost  of  $82,501.25,  will  become  (next  to  46th  Street) 
the  most  expensive  parking  lot  built  since  the  construction  of  the 
Broad  Ripple  parking  lot  over  the  Canal. 

Furthermore,  we  are  faced  with  a  great  dilemma  in  the  construction 
of  future  thoroughfares.  The  Board  is  reluctant  to  proceed  with  the 
widening  of  thoroughfares  when  there  can  be  no  assurance  that  the 
facility  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  designed. 

Repeal  of  this  Ordinance,  we  further  feel,  would  be  inconsistent  with 
the  passage  of  the  resolution  prpposed  by  Councilman  Thomas  Has- 
brook  and  approved  by  the  Council  January  21  proposing  a  time-table 
for  removing  parking  on  thoroughfares,  with  merchants  and  prop- 
erty owners  receiving  a  year's  notice  to  adjust  to  the  parking  re- 
strictions. 

For  the  record,  the  Board  of  Works  protests  repeal  of  this  Ordinance 
and  believes  such  action  would  not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
entire  community.

The  Bureau  of  Traffic  Engineering  wishes  to  make  the  following 
statements  in  opposition  to  the  passage  of  General  Ordinance  No.  20, 
1963,  which  repeals  the  prohibition  of  parking  at  anytime  along 
both  sides  of  Keystone  Avenue  from  25th  Street  to  35th  Street. 

This  prohibition  has  been  in  effect  since  the  passage  of  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  83,  1962,  by  this  Council  at  the  meeting  of  September  17, 
1962,  which  recommendation  was  sought  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  indorsed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Mayor's 
Traffic  Improvement  Committee. 

Keystone  Avenue  is,  and  for  many  years  has  been  a  principal  route 
for  the  movement  of  trucks  within  the  city. 

Keystone  Avenue  is,  and  for  many  years  has  been,  an  important 
route  for  the  north-south  movement  of  large  numbers  of  citizens  of 
this  city. 

Keystone  Avenue  is,  and  for  several  years  has  been  designated  and 
widely   publicized   as    a   primary   thoroughfare   of   the    Official    Thor-

oughfare  Plan  of  Marion  County,  intended  to  be  developed  and  pro- 
tected for  the  principal  purpose  of  moving  large  volumes  of  mixed 
traffic  on  the  near  east  side  of  the  city,  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire 
community  rather  than  a  segment  thereof. 

Keystone  Avenue  is,  and  for  several  years  has  been,  undergoing  pro- 
gressive development  at  public  expense,  for  th  abov  named  reasons. 

Keystone  Avenue  was  recently  improved  to  a  minimum  adequacy 
for  the  safe  and  expeditious  movement  of  existing  traffic,  which 
minimum  was  the  best  that  available  funds  could  afford. 

Granting  of  parking  privileges  along  Keystone  Avenue  will  mini- 
mize  the  benefits  which  should  accrue  from  past  expenditures  of  pub- 
lic funds,  and  will  constitute  a  direct  disservice  to  many  thousands  of 
motoring  citizens  for  the  limited  benefit  of  several  score  of  citizens. 
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Granting-  parking-  privileges  along  Keystone  Avenue  will  confirm  the 
existence  of  a  climate  in  which  the  general  public,  and  their  appoint- 
ed servants,  will  be  severely  hampered  in  the  orderly,  efficient  and  re- 
liable planning  and  creation  of  capital  improvements  for  the  net 
benefit  of  all  our  citizens. 

For  such  reasons  as  these,  the  Bureau  of  Traffic  Engineering  op- 
poses the  passage  of  General  Ordinance  No.  20,  1963.

BE  IT  ORDAINED   BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
OF   THE  CITY   OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  (a)  The  driver  of  an  ambulance  of  the  Marion  County 
Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  when  responding  to  an  emergency 
call  may  exercise  the  privilege  set  forth  in  this  section,  but  subject 
to  the  conditions  herein  stated. 

(b)  The  driver  of  such  authorized  vehicle  may: 

1.  Park  or  stand,  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

2.  Proceed  past  a  red  or  stop  signal  or  stop  sign,  but  only  after 
slowing  down  as  may  be  necessary  for  safe  operation; 

3.  Exceed  the  maximum  speed  limits  so  long  as  he  does  not  en- 
danger life  or  property; 

4.  Disregard  regulations  governing  directions  of  movement  or 
turning  in  specified  directions. 

(c)  The  exemptions  herein  granted  to  an  authorized  emergency 
vehicle  shall  apply  only  when  the  driver  of  any  said  vehicle  while 
in  motion  sounds  audible  signal  by  bell,  siren  or  exhaust  whistle  as 
may  be  reasonably  necessary,  and  when  the  vehicle  is  equipped  with 
at  least  one  lighted  lamp  displaying  a  red  light  visible  under  normal 
atmospheric  conditions  from  distance  of  500  feet  to  the  front  of  such 
vehicle. 

(d)  The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  relieve  the  driver  of  an 
authorized  Marion  County  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  emer- 
gency vehicle  from  the  duty  to  drive  with  due  regard  for  the  safety 
of  all  persons,  nor  shall  such  provisions  protect  the  driver  from  the 
consequences  of  his  reckless  disregard  for  the  safety  of  others. 
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Section  2.  Operation  of  vehicles  and  buses  or  motor  coaches  on 
approach  of  authorized  emergency  vehicles. 

(a)  Upon  the  immediate  approach  of  an  ambulance  of  the  Marion 
County  Health  and  Hospital  Corporation  making  use  of  audibly  and 
visual  signals  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  this  State; 

1.  The  driver  of  every  other  vehicle  shall  yield  the  right  of  way 
and  shall  immediately  drive  to  a  position  parallel  to,  and  as  close  as 
possible  to,  the  right-hand  edge  or  curb  of  the  roadway  clear  of  any 
intersection  and  shall  stop  and  remain  in  such  position  until  the 
authorized  ambulance  has  passed,  except  when  otherwise  directed  by 
a  police  officer. 

2.  Upon  the  approach  of  an  authorized  hospital  emergency  ve- 
hicle, as  above  stated,  the  driver  of  every  bus  or  motor  coach  shall 
immediately  stop  such  bus  or  motor  coach  clear  of  any  intersection 
and  keep  it  in  such  position  until  the  authorized  emergency  vehicle 
has  passed,  except  whne  otherwise  directed  by  a  police  officer. 

(b)  This  section  shall  not  operate  to  relieve  the  driver  of  an 
authorized  emergency  vehicle  from  the  duty  to  drive  with  due  re- 
gard for  the  safety  of  all  persons  using  the  city  streets. 

Section  3.  All  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  in  Section  4-1601  of  the  City 
Code  of   Ordinances. 

Section  4.  Whereas  an  emergency  exists  this  ordinance  shall  be 
effective  on  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and 
shall  be  published  as  required  by  law.

7.  To  provide  technical  guidance  in  developing  and  administering  a 
merit  rating  system  within  the  department. 

8.  To  conduct  continuing  studies  into  such  matter  as: 

(a)  What   characteristics   must   individuals   possess    to   become 
good  police  officers. 

(b)  Development    of    criteria    for    specialized    jobs    in    the    de- 
partment. 
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(c)   The  adequacy  of  existing  pay  and  pay  classification  system. 

SECTION    8.     This    Ordinance    shall    be    in    full    force    and    effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

THE  METROPOLITAN  THOROUGHFARE  AUTHORITY  OF 

MARION  COUNTY 

A  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  of  the  Marion  County  Council  and 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  providing-  for  the 
creation  of  the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  Authority  of  Marion 
County  and  the  establishment  of  a  schedule  of  Thoroughfare  Taxes 
to  be  imposed  upon  the  owners  of  vehicles  oriented  in  Marion 
County. 

WHEREAS,  The  Indiana  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  in 
its  Ninety-Third  Session  of  the  year  1963,  Chapter  386,  duly  en- 
acted said  act,  which  was  approved  by  the  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  on  the  15th  day  of  March,  1963,  and  declared  an  emer- 
gency; and 

WHEREAS,  The  title  to  said  act  is  in  the  following  words,  to  wit: 

CHAPTER  386 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  vehicular  traffic  in  counties  containing  a  city  of 
the  first  class  according  to  the  last  preceding  United  States  decen- 
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nial  census  by  providing  for  the  construction,  broadening  and  im- 
provement of  thoroughfares  in  such  counties;  authorizing  the  cre- 
ation of  a  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  Authority  in  such  counties 
and  denning  its  powers  and  duties;  authorizing  the  county  councils 
of  such  cities  in  levying  a  thoroughfare  tax  on  motor  vehicles  ori- 
ented in  such  counties  to  defray  the  cost  of  constructing,  broaden- 
ing and  improving  thoroughfares  therein;  directing  the  Indiana 
State  Bureau  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  collect  such  thoroughfare  tax; 
constituting  as  criminal  offenses  certain  violations  of  its  provi- 
sions; and  declaring  an  emergency."  and 


WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  act,  the 
Marion  County  Council  in  legal  session  did,  on  the  10th  day  of 
April,  1963,  pass  a  resolution  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  386  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indi- 
ana, 1963,  that  it  did  desire  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  Metro- 
politan Thoroughfare  Authority  Act  and  thereby  to  assume  the 
powers,  rights,  and  duties  provided  by  the  act  and  resolve  that  it 
was  the  intent  of  the  Council  to  create  the  Metropolitan  Thorough- 
fare Authority  of  Marion  County  and  thereunder  to  establish  a

"WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  act,  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  the  15th  day  of 
April,  1963,  duly  passed  a  separate  resolution  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  386  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  1963,  that  it  did  desire  to  accept  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare  Authority  Act  and  thereby 
to  assume  the  powers,  rights  and  duties  provided  by  the  act  and

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1963,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  enactment  of  this  Con- 
current Resolution  and  of  creating  the  Metropolitan  Thoroughfare 
Authority  of  Marion  County,  pursuant  to  law  and  to  accept  the

Session  in  the  year  1963,  by  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts,  which  act  was 
approved  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana  on  the  15th  day  of 
March,  1963,  and  declared  an  emergency,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ac- 
cepted with  all  the  powers  and  rights  provided  thereby  and  the  same 
is  now  established.

a.  For  vehicles  of  all  classifications  of  the  first  division,  which 
shall  include  hearses  and  ambulances,  and  for  the  first  two  classifica- 
tions of  the  second  division,  involving-  all  classifications  up  to  and  in- 
cluding trucks,  "the  declared  gross  weight  of  which  does  not  exceed 
seven  thousand  (7,000)  pounds,"  a  Thoroughfare  Tax  of  $10.00  for 
each  vehicle. 

b.  For  vehicles  of  the  third  to  ninth  classifications  of  the  second 
division,  involving  the  classifications  from  trucks,  "the  declared  gross 
weight  of  which  does  not  exceed  eleven  thousand  (11,000)  pounds"  to 
and  including  trucks,  "the  declared  gross  weight  of  which  shall  not 
exceed  thirty-four  thousand  (34,000)  pounds,"  a  Thoroughfare  Tax  of 
$20.00  for  each  vehicle. 


c.  For  the  seven  classifications  of  trailers  used  with  a  motor  ve- 
hicle (except  as  hereinafter  provided)  involving  the  classification  of 
trailers,  "the  declared  gross  weight  of  which  does  not  exceed  three 
thousand  (3,000)  pounds"  to  and  including  trailers,  "the  declared  gross 
weight  of  which  is  in  excess  of  twenty-two  thousand  (22,000)  pounds," 
A  Thoroughfare  Tax  of  $5.00  for  each  trailer. 

d.  For  the  eleven  classifications  of  semi-trailers  used  with  a  trac- 
tor (except  as  hereinafter  provided),  involving  the  classifications  of  a 
semi-trailer  and  tractor,  "the  declared  gross  weight  of  which  does  not 
exceed  fourteen  thousand  (14,000)  pounds"  to  and  including  a  semi- 
trailer and  tractor,  "the  declared  gross  weight  of  which  is  fifty-two 
thousand  (52,000)  pounds  or  more,"  a  Thoroughfare  Tax  of  $25.00  for 
each  semi-trailer  and  tractor;  and  so  that  each  semi-trailer  shall  be 
limited  by  such  concurrent  resolution  of  the  county  council  of  the 
County  and  the  common  council  of  the  City  to  a  Thoroughfare  Tax  of 
$12.50  for  each  semi-trailer  operated  separately  from  a  semi-trailer 
shall  be  limited  by  such  concurrent  resolution  of  the  county  council 
of  the  County  and  the  common  council  of  the  City  to  a  Thoroughfare 
Tax  of  $12.50. 

e.  A  self-propelled  vehicle  operated  as  a  tractor  and  one  semi- 
trailer shall  be  considered  as  a  truck  in  computing  the  above  Thor- 
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ouglifare  Tax.  A  semi-trailer  used  with  any  device  for  converting  it 
to  a  trailer  or  attached  to  a  leading  trailer  or  semi-trailer,  shall  be 
taxed  as  a  trailer.  Each  additional  semi-trailer  to  be  used  with 
a  tractor  taxed  as  above  shall  be  taxed  at  $12.50  for  each  such 
semi-trailer. 

f.  Tractors  not  used  with  semi-trailers,  traction  engines  or  other 
similar  vehicles,  used  for  hauling  purposes  (except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided )  shall  pay  the  same  Thoroughfare  Tax  according  to  their  weight 
as  hereinafter  required  for  trucks. 

g.  For  the  twelve  classifications  of  busses  operated  for  hire  (ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided),  involving  the  classification  of  busses, 
"the  declared  gross  weight  of  which  does  not  exceed  fourteen  thousand 
(14,000)  pounds"  to  and  including  busses,  "the  declared  gross  weight 
of  which  is  fifty-two  thousand  (52,000)  pounds  or  more,"  a  Thorough- 
fare Tax  of  $25.00  for  each  bus. 

h.  No  Thoroughfare  Tax  shall  be  assessed  or  collected  with  re- 
spect to  vehicles  described  in  Section  64,  subsection  (d),  of  the  Indiana 
Motor  Vehicle  Law. 

i.  No  Thoroughfare  Tax  shall  be  assessed  or  collected  with  re- 
spect to  a  vehicle  described  in  and  covered  by  the  provisions  of  para- 
graphs b  through  g  above  if  the  total  vehicle  miles  travelled  by  such 
vehicle  falls  within  the  standards  and  exceptions  and  exemption  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  13,  subsection  i  of  the  Act. 


» 


SECTION  4.  All  vehicles  of  the  type  required  to  be  registered 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, by  the  State  of  Indiana,  by  Marion  County,  township,  city,  town 
or  school  corporation  in  the  County,  and  used  in  the  transaction  of 
official  business,  are  herein  exempted  from  the  payment  of  the  Thor- 
oughfare Tax  herein  provided. 

SECTION  5.  Should  the  owner  of  any  vehicle  oriented  in  Marion 
County  fail  to  pay  the  Thoroughfare  Tax  levied  and  provided  for  under 
this  Concurrent  Resolution,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  in  violation 
hereof  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  as  for  an  ordinance  violation, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  penalized  in  any  such  not  to  exceed  Three 
Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  (6) 
months  or  both  to  which  shall  be  added  the  amount  of  any  delinquent 
Thoroughfare  Tax  found  to  be  due  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per- 
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cent  (10f/f)  per  annum  added  thereto.  All  prosecutions  for  violations 
hereunder  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Prosecutor  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis in  the  municipal  courts  of  such  City  &  County.  Any  and  all 
fines,  penalties  or  taxes  recovered  by  prosecution  under  this  section 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  County  who 
shall  deposit  such  sums  to  the  account  of  the  authority  as  designated 
by  it. 

SECTION  6.  Upon  final  passage  of  this  Concurrent  Resolution, 
the  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  City 
Clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  thereupon  cause  a  complete 
copy  of  the  same  to  be  published  once  each  week  for  two  weeks  in  two 
newspapers  published  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  County;  pro- 
vided, however,  this  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage. 

SECTION  7.  That  certified  copies  of  this  Concurrent  Resolution 
be  forwarded  by  the  Auditor  of  Marion  County  and  the  City  Clerk  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  acting  jointly,  to  the  State  Tax  Board  and 
The  Department  of  the  Bureau  of  Motor  Vehicles,  of  Indiana.  The 
transmission  of  such  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  and  the  receipt 
thereof  by  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  the  State  shall  be  its 
authority  to  process,  collect  and  distribute  the  Thoroughfare  Tax  in 
the  amounts  herein  provided  for  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Act, 
beginning-  with  the  year  1964.

By  Councilman  Deluse: 

SPECIAL   ORDINANCE   NO.   9,   1963 

AN  ORDINANCE  declaring  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which 
the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  shall  be  authorized  to  use  the 
streets,  alleys  and  public  places  and  areas  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis in  accordance  with  Section  110  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission Act  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
OF   THE   CITY   OF   INDIANAPOLIS,   INDIANA: 
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Section  1.  The  Indianapolis  Water  Company  for  a  century  or  so 
of  time  has  flourished  and  one  of  the  reasons  for  its  progress  has 
been  the  financial  contribution  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  its 
largest  or  one  of  its  larger  customers.  But  the  direct  monetary 
contribution  by  said  utility  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  valu- 
able right  to  use  the  public  streets  and  public  areas  has  been  most 
meager  and  insignificant. 

Section  2.  That  the  City  is  now  in  financial  stringency  and  must 
look  to  all  sources  to  relieve  the  general  property  tax  load  and  must 
in  fairness  recover  the  value  of  all  special  public  privileges  and 
benefits  conferred  on  all  who  derive  private  profits  therefrom,  and 
particularly  on  those  who  derive  an  advantage  from  the  unfettered 
use  of  the  right  of  way  in  city  streets,  alleys  and  public  areas. 

Section  3.  It  is  accordingly  declared  by  the  Common  Council  in 
accordance  with  Section  110  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Act 
that  the  condition  under  which  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company 
shall  be  authorized  to  use  the  streets,  alleys,  public  ways  and  public 
areas  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  lay,  install,  maintain  and  remove 
its  water  mains,  its  fittings  and  connections  and  other  accessory 
uses  in  that  such  Utility  shall  be  required  to  recognize  that  there 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  conferred  upon  such  utility  a  benefit  equal  to 
the  value  of  the  fire  protection  afforded  to  said  City  as  reflected  in 
the  rate  schedule  cost  per  annum  of  each  water  hydrant  now  installed 
in  said  City  in  accordance  with  the  rate  schedule  for  the  same  on  file 
with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Section  4.  That  upon  the  extension  of  City  areas  and  upon  the 
ensuing  installation  of  additional  fire  hydrants  the  city  in  the  year 
of  the  installation  of  such  hydrants  shall  pay  the  scheduled  annual 
rate  for  such  hydrants  now  or  hereafter  on  file  in  the  said  Public 
Service  Commission,  but  thereafter  the  benefit  of  the  use  of  extended 
City  public  areas  to  the  Utility  shall  be  deemd  to  equal  the  schedule 
cost  of  such  service  by  said  Utility  for  all  years  thereafter. 

Section  5.  The  City  Controller,  to  enforce  the  condition  imposed 
upon  said  utility  for  the  use  of  the  city  streets,  alleys  and  public 
areas,  shall  upon  submission  of  the  Company's  statement  for  water 
service,  deduct  hereafter  the  fire  hydrant  and  fire  protection  charge 
of  said  Utility,  effective,  however,  as  of  January  1,  1964. 

Section  6.   This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
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and    after   its    passage    and    approval    by   the    Mayor.

NEW  BUSINESS 

Mr.  Deluse  moved  that  the  Council  adopt  the  follow- 
ing Resolution  No.  8,  1963: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  8,  1963 

A  RESOLUTION  approving  the  leasing  of  the  City  Hall  Building 
and  site  to  the  State  of  Indiana  for  a  State  Museum. 

WHEREAS,  this  Common  Council,  under  and  pursuant  to  General 
Ordinance  No.  73,  1962,  authorized  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  City 
Hall  property  but,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3,  made  the 
reservation  that  any  permanent  arrangement  for  the  disposition  of 
said  City  Hall  property,  would  be  subject  to  the  final  approval  of 
this  Council  and, 

WHEREAS,  this  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  deems 
it  to  the  best  interest  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  that  said  City 
Hall  be  preserved  in  the  character  of  a  public  building  and  its 
best  use  is  that  proposed  by  the  State  of  Indiana,  that  it  be  used 
as  a  State  Museum. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE   IT   RESOLVED   BY  THE   COMMON 
COUNCIL    OF   THE    CITY    OF    INDIANAPOLIS,    INDIANA: 
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Section  1.  The  following  Lease  is  hereby  approved  and  authorized 
and  the  same  signed  by  the  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

LEASE  AGREEMENT 

This  Lease  dated  this  17th  day  of  June,  1963,  between  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  a  Municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana, herein  referred  to  as  the  Lessor  and  the  State  of  Indiana,  here- 
in referred  to  as  the  Lessee. 

WITNESSETH 

1.  The  Lessor  does  hereby  lease  and  demise  to  the  Lessee  the  fol- 
lowing property,  to-wit: 

Lots  4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  Square  No.  38  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  more  particularly  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Alabama  and  Ohio 
Streets,  running  thence  north  along  the  west  property  line  of 
Alabama  Street  a  distance  of  202  feet  6  inches  to  a  point  which 
is  also  the  south  line  of  Miami  Street,  thence  west  a  distance 
of  135  feet  to  a  point,  thence  south  along  a  line  parallel  to  line 
of  Alabama  Street,  a  distance  of  202  feet  6  inches  to  the  north 
line  of  Ohio  Street,  thence  east  135  feet  along  the  north  line 
of  Ohio  Street  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  building  located  on  said  real  estate  had  been  used  as  and  for 
the  offices  of  the  municipal  government  of  city  of  Indianapolis,  and 
is  known  as  the  City  Hall. 

2.  The  sole  purpose  of  this  lease  is  to  lease  said  premises  for  use 
as  the  Indiana  State  Museum  which  will  be  operated,  maintained  and 
supervised  by  the  State  of  Indiana,  through  the  Department  or 
Board  having  duly  designated  or  delegated  authority  and  control. 
The  various  exhibits,  equipment,  supplies,  displays  and  personal 
property  which  are  now  being  used  or  stored  in  connection  with  the 
State  Museum  at  other  locations  will  be  moved  and  transferred  and 
housed  in  the  leased  premises.  Additional  exhibits,  equipment,  sup- 
plies, displays  and  personal  property  will  be  placed  in  and  upon  said 
premises  for  museum  purposes  from  time  to  time  at  the  Lessee's  will 
and  pleasure.  Said  museum  shall  always  be  open  to  the  general  public. 
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The  premises  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

3.  The  rental  shall  be  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  year.  The  rental  is 
established  at  this  small  amount  because  the  State  Museum  will  re- 
sult in  a  great  public  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  and  the 
Lessee  shall  be  obligated  to  make  many  expenditures  in  the  remodel- 
ing, redecorating  and  maintenance  of  said  building  and  premises. 
It  is  understood  by  the  parties  hereto  that  these  mutual  benefits 
are  of  great  value  to  the  parties  and  form  a  part  of  the  consideration 
of  this   lease   agreement. 

4.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  parties  hereto  that  the  duration  of  this 
lease  shall  be  for  at  least  fifty  (50)  years.  Inasmuch,  however,  as 
the  State  of  Indiana  is  limited  by  law  to  entering  a  lease  for  four 
years  only,  the  term  of  this  lease  shall  be  four  (4)  years.  The 
Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  renew  this  lease  for  twelve  (12)  addi- 
tional four  (4)  year  terms,  upon  the  same  terms  as  are  expressed  in 
this  instrument,  upon  giving  notice  in  writing  of  the  Lessee's  inten- 
tion to  renew  at  least  6  months  in  advance  of  the  date  of  expiration 
of  this  lease. 

5.  If,  by  December  31,  1963,  the  Lessee  has  not  appreciably  ad- 
vanced the  proposed  remodeling,  alteration  and  redecoration  pro- 
gram for  a  State  Museum,  the  Lessor  shall  have  the  right,  at  its 
option,  to  cancel  this  lease. 

6.  The  term  of  this  lease  shall  commence  as  soon  as  the  same  has 
been  executed,  accepted  and  approved  by  the  necessary  officers  of 
the  Lessee.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  that  the  Les- 
see, in  order  to  begin  and  continue  its  financial  obligations  under  the 
terms  of  this  lease,  will  need  to  rely  upon  State  Budget  Agency 
approval. 

7.  It  is  understood  that  an  extensive  remodeling,  alteration  and 
redecorating  program  shall  be  carried  out  and  paid  for  by  the  Lessee 
prior  to  and  during  the  occupancy  and  use  of  said  building  in  order 
to  make  said  building  fully  adaptable  for  use  as  a  State  Museum. 
It  is  agreed  that  a  master  or  basic  plan  of  such  remodeling,  altera- 
tion and  redecorating,  prepared  by  architects  and  engineers  employed 
by  the  Lessee,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Lessor,  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  writing 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  such  project.  Thereafter,  proposed 
major  additions,  alterations  or  changes  in  the  structural  parts  of  the 
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improvements,  including  electrical  or  plumbing  systems,  shall  re- 
quire written  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  All 
minor  additions,  alterations  or  changes  may  be  made  without  the 
necessity  for  such  approval. 

8.  The  purpose  of  this  lease  is  to  provide  a  State  Museum  for  the 
citizens  of  the  State  of  Indiana  which  will  be  operated  on  a  high 
level  or  standard.  The  Lessee  agrees  to  this  purpose  and  agrees  to 
use  reasonable  efforts  to  carry  out  this  purpose  and  to  keep  and 
maintain  aid  building  and  all  its  parts  in  a  good  condition  and  in  a 
good  state  of  repair  at  all  times,  and  shall  not  permit  any  waste  or 
damage  upon  the  premises. 

9.  Lessee  agrees  to  furnish  adequate  personnel  and  staff  to  prop- 
erly operate  and  maintain  said  State  Museum. 

10.  All  fixtures,  alterations,  additions  and  improvements  to  the 
premises  shall  become  a  part  thereof  and  belong  to  the  Lessor  at  such 
times  as  the  Lessee  surrenders  possession.  Provided,  however,  that 
any  museum  exhibits  shall  not,  for  the  purpose  of  this  paragraph,  be 
considered  as  fixtures,  alterations  and  improvements. 

11.  The  Lessee  covenants  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Lessor  against  any  and  all  claims  arising  from  the  alteration,  main- 
tenance, occupation  or  use  of  the  premises  and  from  any  and  all 
claims  arising  from  the  conduct  and  operation  of  a  public  museum 
upon  the  premises.  In  the  event  any  action  or  proceeding  is  brought 
against  the  Lessor,  by  reason  of  any  such  claim  the  Lessee,  on  notice 
in  writing  from  the  Lessor,  shall  resiss  or  defend  such  action  or 
proceeding  at  its  own  expense.  It  is  expressly  understood  that  by 
these  terms,  neither  of  the  parties  hereto  waives  any  immunities 
now  or  hereafter  afforded  the  parties  by  operation  of  law. 

12.  The  Lessee  shall  at  all  times  keep  and  pay  for  a  policy  of  insur- 
ance on  said  premises  against  fire  and  other  casualty  losses.  The 
initial  amount  of  said  insurance  policy  shall  be  $760,000.00  and, 
as  depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  premises  may  dictate,  may  be  ad- 
justed downward  from  time  to  time  by  mutual  agreement  of  the 
Lessor  and  the  Lessee..  The  proceeds  of  said  insurance  policy  shall 
be  payable  to  the  Lessor  and  shall  serve  as  full  satisfaction  of  any 
claim  or  obligation  which  the  Lessee  may  owe  the  Lessor  under  the 
terms  of  this  lease  as  a  result  of  casualty  losses.  Upon  demand,  the 
Lessee  shall  furnish  the  Lessor  a  copy  or  copies  of  such  insurance 
policies. 
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13.  Lessee  shall  pay  for  all  expenses  of  maintaining  said  build- 
ing, including  all  expenses  of  heating,  air  conditioning,  electricity, 
water,  gas  and  all  other  utilities. 

14.  In  keeping  with  primary  purpose  of  this  lease,  the  Lessor 
shall  at  all  times,  cooperate  with  the  Lessee,  wherever  possible,  to 
assist  in  promoting  attendance  at,  and  interest  by  the  citizens  in  the 
State  Museum. 

15.  If  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  part  of  the  im- 
provements of  which  they  form  a  part  shall  be  needed  for  street  or 
public  purposes  and  uses,  or  shall  during  the  continuance  of  this 
lease  be  destroyed  by  the  action  of  public  authorities,  then  each 
of  the  parties  hereto  may  recover  and  retain  as  its  own,  damages 
for  the  value  of  its  respective  interests. 

Now,  pursuant  to   ordinances   and  resolutions   duly  enacted,

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  on  the  12th  day  of  June,  1963,  The 
New  York  Central  Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  the  Cleveland,  Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway,  filed  its  petition  before  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows:

Gentlemen:

WITNESSETH:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of 
securing  a  permit  for  a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from 
its  Springfield  Line  upon  and  across  East  30th  Street,  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows:  Said 
sidetrack  or  switch  track  to  be  located  approximately  330'  east  of 
its  present  existing  main  track  crossing  of  said  street  as  shown  in 
detail  on  its  Plan  No.  36517,  dated  April  19,  1963,  attached  hereto  and 
marked  for  identification  as  "Exhibit  A." 

hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  itself,  its  successors,  legal  repre- 
sentatives and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct,  maintain 
and  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  either  now  or  hereafter  connected 
with  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth, 
to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  maintained,  improved  and  kept  in  repair 
as  to  be  safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  all  laws  and  ordinances,  adopted 
and  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police  powers  of  said  city. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall 
be  established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  super- 
vision and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised 
or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board, 
and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance 
passed  by  the  Common  Council,  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions 
made  by  said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  track,  or 
tracks;  provided  further  that  all  the  costs  thereof  shall  be  paid  by 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  who  hereby  waives  any  division  of 
such  costs  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  any  statute,  or  otherwise. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects,  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  kept  and  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or 
defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at 
no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct 
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public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of 
said  Board,  made  for  any  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or 
the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said 
party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10) 
days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the 
party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatso- 
ever that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing  said 
track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise 
become  a  trespasser.  Said  notice  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  before  said 
Board  where  objections  to  such  removal  may  be  heard;  but  the  de- 
cision of  said  Board  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  the  party  of  the 
first  part  who  hereby  expressly  waives  any  right  to  have  such  exercise 
of  discretion  reviewed  by  any  court.

GENERAL   ORDINANCE   NO.   58,   1963 

AN  ORDINANCE  creating-  the  annual  budget  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1964,  and 
ending  December  31,  1964,  establishing  the  salaries  fixed  or  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  prior  to  August  1,  1963,  as  provided  by  law 
appropriating  monies  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
and  all  outstanding  claims  and  obligations  of  the  several  depart- 
ments and  officials  of  the  city  government;  and  fixing  and  estab- 
lishing the  annual  rate  of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1964,  for  each  fund  for  which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  this   ordinance   shall   take  effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1964,  and 
ending  December  31,  1964,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.  Such  sums  herein 
appropriated  shall  be  held  to  include  all  expenditures  authorized  to 
be  made  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and 
provided  by  law.  The  salaries  established  thereon  are  those  fixed  or 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  as  provided  for  by  law  prior  to  August 
1,   1963. 

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  the  General  Funds  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  columns  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  and 
"Parking  Meter,"  the  sums  as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for 
the  purposes  herein  named. 

(b)     That  from  the  monies   anticipated  and  estimated   to   be  re- 
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ceived  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during  the  fiscal  year  1964  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  all  available  balances  therein, 
and  constituting  a  "Special  Fund"  for  the  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  streets  and  bridges  within  said  city,  for  policing  and 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as  provided 
by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any  special 
levy  of  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed, 
"Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Commissioner,  Traffic  Engi- 
neer, Municipal  Garage,  Park  Department  and  Police  Department, 
to  said  departments  of  said  city  for  uses,  germane  to  the  purpose 
of  said  special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter  set 
out  in   said   schedules   of   said   departments. 

(c)  That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  parking  meter  receipts  during  the  year  1964  and  all 
available  balances  in  said  Fund,  constituting  a  special  parking  meter 
fund  under  the  heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  for  purchase,  instal- 
lation, relocation,  removal  and  repair  of  parking  meters  and  the 
records  and  personnel  incidental  thereto,  together  with  the  personnel 
and  costs  of  installation  and  maintenance  of  traffic  signals,  tow-in 
trucks,  snow  plows,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  public  streets  and 
places  whereon  parking  meters  are  located  and  all  streets  or  avenues 
intersecting  or  connected  therewith  and  for  off  street  parking  facili-

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  and  section  of  the  Code,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  penalties  provided  in  Section  4-1309  of  General  Ordinance  No. 
140,  1951,  as  amended. 

Section  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  as  by  law 
required,  and  upon  Posting  of  Notice  of  such  ban  on  such  streets.

AN  ORDINANCE  creating*  the  annual  budget  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1964,  and 
ending  December  31,  1964,  establishing  the  salaries  fixed  or  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  prior  to  August  1,  1963,  as  provided  by  law 
appropriating  monies  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
and  all  outstanding  claims  and  obligations  of  the  several  depart- 
ments and  officials  of  the  city  government;  and  fixing  and  estab- 
lishing the  annual  rate  of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1964,  for  each  fund  for  which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  this  ordinance  shall  take   effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1964,  and 
ending  December  31,  1964,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.  Such  sums  herein 
appropriated  shall  be  held  to  include  all  expenditures  authorized  to 
be  made  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and 
provided  by  law.  The  salaries  established  thereon  are  those  fixed  or 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  as  provided  for  by  law  prior  to  August 
1,   1963. 

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  the  General  Funds  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  columns  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  and 
"Parking  Meter,"  the  sums  as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for 
the  purposes  herein  named. 

(b)     That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to   be  re- 
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ceived  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during  the  fiscal  year  1964  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  all  available  balances  therein, 
and  constituting  a  "Special  Fund"  for  the  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  streets  and  bridges  within  said  city,  for  policing  and 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as  provided 
by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any  special 
levy  of  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed, 
"Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Commissioner,  Traffic  Engi- 
neer, Municipal  Garage,  Park  Department  and  Police  Department, 
to  said  departments  of  said  city  for  uses,  germane  to  the  purpose 
of  said  special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter  set 
out  in   said   schedules   of   said   departments.

Metropolitan   Transportation   Planning  Study 

THIS  AGREEMENT,  made  by  and  between  the  METROPOLITAN 
PLAN  COMMISSION  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA,  herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  "Plan  Commission",  and  the  CITY  OF  INDI- 
ANAPOLIS, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "City",

Section  2.  The  PLAN  COMMISSION  will  prepare  a  plan  for 
transportation  in  Indianapolis  and  nearby  urbanized  areas,  encom- 
passing both  public  transportation  and  motor  vehicle  transportation 
and  movement  of  both  persons  and  goods.

Section  4.  The  CITY  shall  pay  to  the  PLAN  COMMISSION  the 
sum  of  sixty-three  thousand  dollars  ($63,000.00)  as  its  share  of  the 
local  cash  contributions  and  twenty-three  thousand  dollars  ($23,000.00) 
in  services  to  be  rendered  by  the  CITY  staff  over  a  period  of  three 
(3)  years  as  its  share  of  the  local  services  contribution  to  the  total 
cost  of  the   Comprehensive   Transportation   Planning   Study. 

Section  5.  The  PLAN  COMMISSION  in  addition  to  the  CITY'S 
contribution  shall  contribute  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000.00)  as 
its  share  of  the  local  cash  contribution  and  forty-nine  thousand 
dollars  ($49,000.00)  in  services  by  the  PLAN  COMMISSION  staff 
over  a  period  of  three  years  as  its  share  of  the  local  services  contri- 
bution to  the  total  cost  of  the  Comprehensive  Transportation  Plan- 
ning Study. 

Section  6.  The  State  Highway  Commission  shall  under  separate 
contract  with  the  consultant  undertake  and  finance  other  portions 
of  the  Comprehensive  Transportation  Planning  Study  not  included  in 
the  PLAN  COMMISSION  contract. 

Section   7.    This   Agreement   is   contingent  upon  the  contributions

The  wind  from  the  north  sings  a  song  that  is  pretty,  —  Indianapolis.

The  Festival  joy  that  remains  thru  the  years. 
There  is  no  place  like  a  city  that's  growing,  —  Indianapolis. 
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One  million  people  are  coming-  and  going,  — -  Indianapolis. 

Where  poets  have  dreamed  in  the  Sycamore  shade, 

Where  monuments  gleam  with  his-try  we've  made! 

And  all  around,  the  heart-warming  sound  of  our  city,  —  Indianapolis. "
